IN TORNADO’S WAKE 


Terrifiéd Residents Hear the Storms 
Roar, Rush to Streets 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. May 5 
Nineteen persons were killed and 
more than 200 injured by a tornado 
that swept three west-central Ala- 
bama communities shortly before 
dawn today. , 

The tornado wrought devastation 
and death in Helena, virtually level- 
ing the town, killing at least 18 per- 
#ons. The swirling funnel swooped 
down on Centerville, and killed six

homes. Others were too late to flee 
and were trapped in the splinterea 
wreckage of their homes. 

Other deaths were feared from lack 
of medical treatment.

“OPEN-DOOR” POLICY 


GENEVA, May 9 — Means of 
achieving international non-recogni- 
tion of Manchukuo have been drafted 
by the secretariat of the League of 
Nations, 

The plan provides first, for barring 
Manchukuo from any international or- 
ganizations such as the International 
Postal and Telegraph Unions; second, 
non-validity of Manchukuan pass- 
ports; thirdly; for leadership by Wash- 
ington to enforce formal non-recogni- 
tion by the powers. 


Will Continue Advance 

SHANGHAI, May 9. — Japanese 
troops will resume their north China 
advance, going as far as Tieritsin if 
necessary, unless Chinese forces cease 
attacking Japanese positions, the Jap- 
anese consul-general warned today. 

If the advance is resumed, however, 
it will be halted short of Tientsin if 
the Chinese attacks cease in time, he 
said. 


Tries Negotiations 
igs May 9.—Sir Miles Wedder- 
burn Lampson, British minister to 
China, is attempting to arrange direct 
Sino-Japanese negotiations to end 
fighting along the great wall, the for- 

eign office disclosed tonight. 

Japan “is prepared to draw the 
sword as often as necessary” in its 
military campaign against China, 
War Minister Araki said. 

“We desire to destroy Chinese bases 
and prevent counter-attacks along the 
great wall,” he stated, adding that 
the Kwantung army’s present opera- 
tions in China proper are: “to secure 
the China-Jehol border arrangements 
against the challenges of the Chinese.” 

The department of foreign affairs 
of Manuchukuo flatly denied reports 
that boycotts would be ordered against 
nations refusing to recognize the 
werld’s newest nation. The govern- 
ment made its first official pronounce- 
ment on the reports in a statement 
which indicated that the “open door” 
policy would be maintained. 

Tokuzo Komai, supreme countillor 
of Manchukuo, denied that he had 
forecast Manchukuon trade restric- 
tiong against nations withholding rec- 
ognition, He had been quoted in some 
dispatches as predicting such restric- 
tions, but he charged correspondents 
had twisted his statements.

One of the small 
garden tractors which cultivates, 
seeds, and even plows will take the 
place of a horse. Later on, wen’ | 
is necessary to cultivate once a week, 
first, to conserve the moisture and 
secondly to destroy weeds, a five- 
toothed, hand cultivator, costing less 
than two dollars will save: hours of 
time with the hoe, Of the latter im- 
‘plement there are several sizes avail- 
able. Some are pushed ahead and 
being very sharp they shave off weeds 
beneath trees and close to rows that 
are usually hard placed to reach with 
the ordinary hoe. A digging fork in 
ordinary garden soil is to be pre- 
ferred to a spade.. For the flower 
garden, a trowel and hand digging 
fork about ten inches long will be 
found useful. 


CLIMBING VINES 

Of the flowering sorts of climbing 
vines, the first to bloom is the Wis- 
taria. This comes out with the 
Daffodils, early in the Spring, with 
ewunetimes a second crop of flowen 
in August. It is rather slow in be-) 
coming established, requires a deep 
root bed and ig somewhat’ tender. 
‘The fragrant blue-flowered Wistaria 
is followed in floral display by climb- 
ing roses growing over trellises, ar- 
bors, or pergolas. Two varieties 
clematis are recommended, the Jack- 
manii, which produces huge purple 
bloom but little foliage and therefore 
should be planted with another vine, 
and the Raniculata, furnishing a 
sheet of white starlike ‘fragrant 
flowers for about two weeks. The 
scarlet Trumpet Honeysuckle ig an- 
other splendid permanent vine. Its 
foliage, a deep green, comes early 
and is retained late, therefore making 
it-an ideal screen, It flowers freely 
and is very fragrant. The silver lace 
vine blooms during late summer and 
id a rapid grower. There ig nothing 
better for covering wallg of brick or 
stone than. the Boston ivy in the 
warmer districts of Canada, and the 
special clinging type Virginia creeper 
in districts where the cilmate ig more 
rigorous. If one wants a vigorous 
and rapid grower, when once estab- 
lished, the Dutchman’s Pipe will fit 
in well, producing huge leaves of @ 
light green. For those who want & 
screen in a hurry, there are plenty of 
annualg from which to choose, such 
as the Cardinal Climber,’ Cobsea, 
Morning Glory, Gourd, Climbing 
Nasturtiums, Canary Bird Flower, |

JUNIOR WHEAT CLUBS 


The maintenance of pure strain of 
seed grain on Alberta farms is a mai\- 
ter of vital importance, The tendency 
is for types to become mixed in the 
fields the result being a hybrid that 
continually degenrates. When this 
comes to pass the wheat loses the 
superior quality of the original vari- 
eties, 

One step towards maintaining true 
varieties of wheat for seeding is tne 
development of the Junior Wheat 
Club organized a few years ago un- 
der the supervision of the Alberta 
Field Crops Commissioner. The 
various clubs were organized through 
the United Farmers of Alberta, each 
member of each club being suppBeo 
with a quantity of pure seed. The te- 
sult has been that over two million 
bushels of high grade wheat seed have 
been produced by the youthful far- 
mers who belong to these clubs. 

For some years the Alberta Wheat 
Pool has given material assistance to 
this movement. The interest taken 
‘by the junior wheat growers in the 
‘work and the splendid result obtained 
‘in the production of good seed has 
een gratifying to the Wheat Pool. 

During the current season 42 
Junior Wheat Clubs with a member- 
ship of 704 are participating in the 
work as compared with 24 clubs last 
year wth a membership of 416. It 
is believed that the experience beihg 
gained by the young farmers partici- 

‘pating in this work will prove in- 
valuable in later years not only te 
themselves but to the entire province.
